tice, and Prince Vassilchikoff to act as 
his seconds. All efforts to dissuade the 
premier from this course were futile. 
The seconds named, however, are em- 
ploying the utmost tact to forestall such 
an event, which would have shaken the 
entire government, approached M. Rod- 
iteheff and in delicate sterms inquired 
what his intentions were toward the
